Claims 1-18 are currently pending in the instant application: of which, Claims 1- 
2, 4, 9, and 16 are amended and Claim 18 is new.

The present invention pertains to the insecticides according to formula I: Claims 
1-8, and the hydrazone derivatives of formula II: Claims 9-17. The hydrazone 
derivatives of formula II are compounds that are free of the prior art; nothing known in 
the art anticipates or renders the compounds of the instant application obvious. The 
insecticides of Claims 1-8 are compositions containing as the active ingredient a 
compound according to formula I. There are compounds in the prior art that teach 
formula I (see Bel'skaya in previous office action), including all of the limitations of 
variables A, Q, W, Z, Y, X 1 , and X 2 ; however, nothing in the prior art teaches or 
suggests using this class of compounds in insecticidal compositions and, therefore, the 
instantly claimed invention is a non-obvious improvement over the prior art.
